• The Football Operations Center is an 11,000 square foot facility planned for the north 
end of Bailey Stadium 

• Budget is $1.5 million with a 12 month construction schedule 

• Ops Center will house: new football locker room, new training room with

Three East Central players 
booted from football team

Three East Central 
Community College foot¬ 
ball players have been 
dismissed from the team 
after an on-campus alter¬ 
cation on Sept. 11. 

The players, Ike 
Knighten, Desmond Gra¬ 
ham and Courtney Cole¬ 
man, were allegedly 
involved in a pair of on- 
campus fights in which a 
student had his jaw bro¬ 
ken. 

“All I can say is they 
broke team rules and 
were dismissed from the 
team,” ECCC football 
coach and athletics direc¬ 
tor Terry Underwood 
said. “It was an unfortu¬ 
nate incident and that 
kind of behavior won’t be 
tolerated.” 

According to police 
reports, Knighten, Gra¬ 
ham and Coleman all 
went to EC’s Todd Hall to 
confront Rashawn Smith 
after they had been told 
by a female that Smith 
had choked her. 

After allegedly getting 
i in a fight with Smith, the 


trio went outside and 
another fight ensued 
with Darress Blanks. In 
the fight, Blanks had his 
jaw broken and was taken 
to the hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

All three were arrested 
and charged with simple 
assault. Underwood said 
the three players were 
kicked off the team and 
all three have left the 
school. 

After an investigation 
by the Decatur Police 
Department, the female 
that made the choking 
allegation recanted her 
story, saying she wasn’t 
actually choked. 

It’s not the first run-in 
with the law for Coleman, 
a Louisville native. 

Before the season last 
year, Coleman was 
charged with aggravated 
assault in an off-campus 
altercation. 

Decatur Police Chief 
Joedy Pennington said 
that case was presented to 
a Newton County Grand 
Jury and they returned a

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no-bill in the case, effec¬ 
tively saying there wasn’t 
enough evidence to pre¬ 
sent an indictment and go 
forth with a trial. 

„ Underwood said because 
V-.i nothing ever came of that 
case, he allowed Coleman 
\ back on the team. 


“It happened before the 
season last year,” Under¬ 
wood said. “He had played 
for us for one year and 
hadn’t been a problem. 
Then he sat out last year 
while that incident was 
being solved and nothing 
ever came of it. We talked 
and gave him a second 
chance but he understood 
that he was on strict pro¬ 
bation and if anything 
happened he would be off 


the team.” 

The three players face 
an Oct. 18 court date in 
Decatur Municipal court 
on the misdemeanor 
assault charges. 

Pennington said Blanks 
hasn’t pressed charges in 
the case. Pennington added 
if Blanks did press charges, 
one or more of the individ¬ 
uals could face felony 
aggravated assault charges 
and possible prison time.

Cunningham.

In 1 987 Rutigliano joined Allie Sherman on NFL Films Monday Night Match-up televised 
by ESPN preceding each Monday Night Football game. Everyone who knows "Coach Sam" 
affirms his natural warmth, knowledge and good humor are constant qualities both on and 
off camera.

A New York native. Rutigliano played football at Erasmus Hall High School, 
where he earned all-scholastic honors. An All-American at East Central Junior 
College, he earned his bachelor’s degree at Tulsa University and his master's 
degree a Columbia University. 


But it is in his role as a professional and college football coach that Sam 
Rutigliano has clearly made his mark - through his early career as a high 
school and college coach to assistant coaching duties with the Denver 
Broncos. New England Patriots. New York Jets and New Orleans Saints. 
But for him, the highlight of his professional career was his seven-year 
run as head coach and vice president of the Cleveland Browns. Most 
recently, he returned to the college ranks as head coach of the Liberty 
University Flames in Lynchburg, Virginia. 


Rutigliano was twice named NFL Coach or the Year - in 1979 and 1980 -- 
but that is not what matters most to him. What does count, he attests, is the 
time he now spends with young men at Liberty, teaching them not only about 
football but also about values, character traits and moral standards they must 
acquire to succeed off the playing field. 


That’s no new philosophy for Rutigliano, who established a trend-setting 

substance abuse intervention, recovery and prevention program while at the helm of 
the Browns organization. “Most of pro sports treat substance abuse like a dirty car. 
They send the players through a clean-up program as if they're going through a car 
wash. They look clean when they come pout - but all they’re doing is treating the 
symptoms. You must get to the source of the problem. And that means the 
family, and solid values.”

Cleveland browns Head Coach 

1978-1984 

If there is anyone in America today who can talk about the national sports scene with 
intelligence and perception, that someone is Sam Rutigliano. A leader in American sports 
for three decades, he’s seen it all - and he has strong views, both about what’s wrong (and 
what’s right) with sports in America, and how its ills can be cured. 


Back in the college ranks at Liberty, a Division I-AA school, Rutigliano is right 
where he wants to be...in a place where he can touch student-athletes' lives and 
help them put their athletic aspirations in the proper perspective. “Too Many 
athletes put all their eggs in that one basket. I want my kids to have a firm 
commitment as students-athletes. Coaching here gives me a chance to impact 
lives.
